CLEVELAND, O., March 11.—The strike of the 
seventy switchmen on the New York, Penn- 
sylvania & Ohio roadis becoming more seri- 
ous than was expected. This morning the 


freight brakemen and conductors refused to 
take out trains made up by green hands, and 
all the road men along the line are said 
to be on the eveof quitting work until the 
trouble with the switchmen is adjusted.

THE CITY OF CHURCHES IN MOURNING: FOR 
THE GREAT DIVINE. 


Impressive Services Held in Plymouth 
Church—The Interior of the Edifice 
Beautifully and Profnusely Decorated 
with Floral Emblems—Thousands of 
People Unable to Gain Admission to 
the Church—The Musical Exercises—Dr. 
Hall’s Sermen. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—All Brooklyn was in 
mourning to-day over the death of Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher. The public offices were 
closed, business was entirely suspended and 
memorial services were held inalarge number 
of churches in the vicinity of Piymouth 
Church. The up-town streets looked 
deserted. As early as7 o’clock Fulton avenue 
was thronged with people hurrying in the di- 
rection of Plymouth Church. Lines of police 
were stationed at the ends of the biock on 
which the church is situated, and ngone was 
allowed to pass through the lines 
unless he had a ticket. Before 
8 o’clock the line in Orange street 
was two blocks long, three abreast. The side 
streets were packed with people, who hung 
around, hoping that they might be able to get 
in without a ticket. The members of Ply- 
mouth Company G of the Thirteenth Regi- 
ment, of which Mr. Beecher was Chaplain. were 
stationed at the doors of the church and in the 
lecture-room. While the vast crowd of 
people were gathering outside of the church, 
the lady members of the congregation were 
working like beavers within, dressing the 
pulpit and casket with flowers. The whole 
interior was turned into a perfect flower gar- 
den, and the fragrant perfume of the roses 

PERVADED THE AIR. 

The walls, galleries and organ were covered 
with evergreens, palms and calla lilies. The 
reading desk was covered with roses and 
vines,as was also the chair in which Mr. Beecher 
satforso many years. In the center of the 
organ-loft. was a floral emblem in the shape of 
atriangle on the top of which were perched 
two white doves with white ribbons in their 
bills. The facade of the gallery was covered 
with potted plants. The pulpit was loaded 
down with flowers and floral emblems sent by 
friends and different organizations. The cas- 
ket was placed on a catafalgque of white roses, 
with carnations and  smilax, directly 
in front of the reading desk. Mrs. S&S. 
Vv. White and several ladies devoted their 
time before the doors were opened in cover- 
ing the casket with lillies of the valley, roses, 
smilax, maiden hair ferns, tube roses and 
French moss. When they finished not a vest- 
age of the black cloth coyering of the 
casket could be seen. There was nothing to 
indicate the presence of death except 
the stillness which pervaded the room and 

THE HUSHED CONVERSATION 
ofthe workers, The church had more the ap- 
pearance of a wedding thanafuneral. It was 
nearly 1 o’clock when the doors were thrown 
open to those who had been waiting with- 
out impatiently for nearly three hours. 
The people entered by the Orange street en- 
trance and were shown to their séats 
by the ushers. During the time that the audi- 
ence were being shown t» their seats Organist 
Harry Rowe Shelby played low, sweet music 
upon the grand organ. The first four seats 
on the right of the center aisle were re- 
served for the relatives of the deceased. 
Mr. Beecher’s family were not present, 
and the family pew was filled with flowers. 
Mrs. Beecher was in the church forafew min- 
utes before the doors were opened and left 
with her sons before the crowd entered. On 
theleft side of the center aisle were the mem- 
bers of the Clerical Union, of which Mr. 
Beecher was & member for a num- 
ber of years. Behind these were 
seated the officers of the Thirteenth 
Regiment, and then came the members of the 
Legislative Committee, who wore badges made 
of white silk. Benind these were delegates 
from nearly every social, political or religious 
organization in New York or Brooklyn. There 
was a delegation of the Colored Ministers’ 
Association present. 
THE SERVICES. 

At 10:30 o’clock Rev. Charles H. Hall, robed 
in his white surplice, and accompanied by 
Rev. 8. B. Halliday, entered the church and 
ascended the platform. When the music 
ceased Dr. Hall commenced to read in low but 
clear tones the opening sentences 
of the Protestant Episcopal burial 
services. After these the double 
quartet, composed of Mrs. Shelley, soprano; 
Miss Cavanagh, alto; Mra Grant, soprano; 
Mrs. Rosan, alto; Mr. Gaff and Mr. Warren- 


roth, tenors; Mr. Brown and Mr. Stein, 
bassos, und a chorus of sixty voices, sang the 
burial chant, ‘‘Lord, Let Me Know Mine End.’’ 
The lesson was read by wr. Hall, anda peayee 
was delivered by Rev. 8. B. Hallidav. The 
rest of the musicai programme was as follows: 

Anthem, ‘‘ Blessed are the Departed.’’ 

Hymn, ‘‘Jesus, Lover of My Soui.’’ 

Sentence, ‘‘I Heard a Voice.’’ 

Hymn, ‘‘Hark, Hark, My Soul.’’ 

The organ was presided at by Henry E. 
Brown and Gen. Horatio C. King. After the 
first lesson Dr. Hall commenced his oration. 
During its delivery there was nota dry eye in 
the house, and several times he was compelled 
to stop for atime to gain control of his voice. 

DR. HALL’S SERMON. 

The Rev. Dr. Charies E. Hall said: ‘‘The 
hand that rests so still yonder laid aside the 
pen over the page of the unfinished ‘Life of 
Christ.’ Possibly the last flash of thought as 
the conviction drew upon him of the probable 
end of life, was that hig life was to be left un- 
finished; that he had not told men 
all that he would have them 
know of that precious revelation. Possibly as 
the spirit fled away to be with Christ, whom 
he had been serving, the full knowleage came 
to him of that shoreless ocean of eternal life 
which Is to know God, and Jesus Christ, whom 
He Hath sent—that is the beautiful vision, the 
love of Christ, which passeth all knowl- 
edge. Wedwellon onetiny bit of it here, 
and dream about it. The departed saints 
of God have already put out on its immeag- 
ureable spaces and learned that the life of 
Christ is never finished. Itisthe one word of 
God which is ever spoken, echoing again and 
again, on and on with ceaseless reverberations 
down the centuries. If there was one thing 
that stirred the heart that now rests from 
its labors more than any other, that has 
marked hia life and makes his memory preci- 
ous to us now, it was his many-sided utter- 
ances of a Christ living as going about among 
men, the Master who first and last asks us to 
believe in Him 7 than to believe what

accept the murmurs and doubtsof his politi- 
cal friends when conscience prompted to part 
from them; bravest to wrestie along 
with a great sorrow when he would find no 
earthly help. Wehonor him for the courage 
of his former acts; we love him and wonder 
at him for the calm, sweet, gentie resigna- 
tion of these last years. God, f believe, has 
led him step by step, to spend his last days 
among us with a wisdom gained 
from the cross; a tender, gentile, sober 
wisdom which helped him to seethe captain 
of our salvation who was made perfect 
through suffering that we may all be of one 
and the great sufferer not ashamed 
to callus brethren, On his last Sunday even- 
ing at this place, two weeks ago, after the 
congregation had retired from it, the 
organist and one or two others 
were practicing the hymn, ‘‘I heard the 
voice of Jesus say, ‘Come Unto Me and 
Rest.’ Mr. Beecher, doubtless, with that 
tire that follows a pastor’s Sunday work, re- 
mained and listened. Two street urchins were 
prompted to wander into the building, and 
one of them was standing in the position of 
the boy whom Raphael has immortalized, 
gazing up at the organ. The old man, laying 
his hands on the boy’s head, turned his face 
upward and kissed him, and, with his arm 
about thetwo, left this scene of his triumphs, 
his trials and his successes forever. 

A FITTING CLOSE. 

It was a fitting close to a grand life, 
the old man of genius and fame

Men will praise our brother for 
genius, patriotism, victories and _ in- 
tellectual labors. My love for him 
has had its origin in his broad hu- 
manity, his transparent love of the’ unction 
from above that dwells in and teaches and 
beautifies the lin®s of duty. He said of bis 
father: ‘The two things which he 
desired most were the glory of God and the 
good ofmen.’ So it was with him, as the 
hearts of grateful myriads attest. But we bid 
him here farewell: and to me oftenest will 
come the vision of him passing out of yonder 
door with his arms about the boys, passing on 
to the City of God, where he hears ugain the 
familiar voiceof the master saying: ‘Of such 
is the Kingdom of Heaven.’ ’”’ 

CROWDS VIEW THE REMAINS. 

Dr. Hall pronounced the benediction and 
the -vast audience slowly filed out of the 
church.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Important Decision by the Secretary of the 
Interior—O’ Neill’s Speech. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior in the case of Leander 
Scott vs. The Kansas Pacific Railroad has de- 
cided to adhere to the present system of 
adjusting the limits of grants for railroads. 
That system was established in 1852, 
and defines the lateral limits of such 
grants by describing an arc from every 


point of the road as located on the plats of 
public survey within a radius of the length 
prescribed by the statute. Lines drawn 
tangent to such arcs will form the 
limit. This decision rejects the system pro- 
osed by the Commissioner of the General 
Pand Office, which would determine the side 
limits of the grant by drawing lines 
‘f the length prescribed by the statute from 
every point of the road as located, but 
always at right angies to ae direct 
line connecting the termini of the road. 
A linedrawnthrough the extremities of such 
line would form the limit. This decision is of 
great importance, as itapplies toall railroad 
grants and grants of like character.

LOBBYISTS LEFT. 


WALTON’S UNDERGROUND WIRE BILL 
PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 


Friends of the Militia Bill Preparing for 
Another Struggle—Payment for Militia 
Services and the Capture of Maxwell Proe- 
vided for in the General Deficiency Bill— 
Favorable Report on the Bill Repealing 
the Law of 1857—Proceedings of the Mis- 
souri Legislature. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Diseater. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 11.—Represent- 
ative Walton of St. Louis, at an early hour of 
this morning’s session of the House stole a 
march on the lobbyists of the telephone and 
telegraph companies, by unexpectedly calling 
up for a third reading and passage his under- 
ground wire bill. There was rather a slim at- 
tendance in the House at the time, some forty 
members being absent, and the Judge ran 
considerable risk in trusting his measure to 
the hundred odd Representatives present, but 
by passing the bill off in a nonchalant manner 
as being of a purely local character 
and, affecting little concern about it, he 
succeeded in running it through on 
its title without any explanation, and it is safe 
to assume that a number of the members did 
not fully understand what they were voting 
on. The bill received 104 ayes and nota dis- 


senting vote and was declared passe!. It pro- 
vides that in ajl cities containing 300,000 in- 
habitants or more, telephone and telegraph 
companies shall place their wires under 
ground, andthat all telegraphic, telephonic, 
electric or other wires and cabies owned 
by such companies shall be removed from the 
streets, alleys, avenues and public places on 
or before November 1, 1888. The bill will go 
to the Senate this afternoon or to-morrow 
morning, and be referred to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Local Bills. It is believed thata 
hard fight will be made on the billin the 
Senate, and its final passage by that body ig 
considered doubtful. . 
THE MILITIA BILL. 

Mr. Harry Shaw, chairman of the Militia 
Committee, wore an encouraging expression 
on his face this morning, due to the fact, as be 
explained, that since vesterday he has gained 
for the militia bill two votes, those of Repre- 
sentatives Henry Newman of Randolph and 
Dr. Richardson of Stoddard. Lieut. Crowder, 
United States officer, stationed at Columbia, 
Mo., claimsthat he has two other additional 
votes, and the prospects of obtaining much- 
needed and desired militia taw is better to-day 
than it has been at any other time 
during this session. Late last night it 
was agreed by the friends of the bil 
to move fora reconsideration of the vote by 
which the House bill was defeated. Sucha 
motion can only be made by a member who 
has voted inthe negative on the passage of 
the measure, and Mr. Newman having become 
& convert consented to make the motion. 
After the expiration of the morning hous to- 
day when Mr, Newman's motion to recon- 
sider would have been in order, Mr. Shaw 
looked over the House and noted the absence 
of three of the friends of the bill. 
Hie —iheld a conference with Speaker 
Alexander and others, and it was de- 
cided to let the motion gO until 
this afternoon or to-morrow, when a full 
house might be present. Under the rules of 
the House the motion to reconsider cannot be 
made atalater date than to-morrow. This 
morning it was reported thatin the event of 
the defeat of the House billon a motion to re- 
consider, and of the Senate bill on its passage, 
an amendment will be nqueee to on reconsid- 
eration striking out elause of the biil ap- 
propriating $50,000 and enacting only a general 
militia law without making any provisions 
for the support of the militia. This 
will be done only in case cf 
extreme necessity and after all hope 
of passing the bill has been abandoned. As 
the bilis stand at present their friends have 
left three opportunities of obtaining a vote on 
the reconsideration of the House bill, the 
passage of the Senate bill and the reconsider- 
ation of the Senate bill, on any of which the 
bill may be passed finally. 

Last night and this morning a number of 
members were very free inthéir expressions 
of opinion on the course of Messrs. Booth, 
Bodine and Shelton in opposing and voting 
against the militia bill yy out of revenge for 
the action of a majority of the St. Louis mem- 
bers in opposing the railroad bill. Booth and 
Shelton are understood to be candidates for 
the Democratic nominationffor Attorney-Gen- 
eral to succeed Gen. Boone. More than one 
State politician at the Capital in commenting 
unfavorably upon the ‘‘spite work’’ of the 
anti-railroad men has said that it would couns 
against them in their future canvass for 
political nominations, 

JUST CLAIMS APPROVED. 

The militia obtained a few dollars’ worth of 
baim for their wounds, this morning, in the 
adoption by the House of the claims in the 
general deficiency bill appropriating $2,369.28 
for the payment of expenses and services of 
the militia called out by the Governor in 
March, 1885. The appropriation is designed 
for the benefit of the St. Louis militia, 
who participated in the Sedalia-Centertown 
strike. It will be agreed to by the 
Senate beyond doubt, and upon the signature 
of the bill by the Governor the money will be 
drawn by the Adjutant-General upon a war- 
rant from the State Auditor, and sent to the 
commanding officer of the First Regiment, N. 
G. M., at 8t. Louis. The expenses of the city 
of St. Louis incurred in the pursuit and capt- 
ure of Maxwell were also agreed to and in- 
corporated in the deficiency bill. 

THE SENATE. 

It took two hours of the Senate’s time this 
morning to engross Senator Saltenstall’s bill 
enforcing the provisions of the Constitution 
prohibiting the payment of the per diem of 
members while going and returning to and 
from the State Capital. The bill was finally 
ordered to engrossment by a vote of 20 yeas to 


6 nays. 

Bills were taken up and passed as follows:

The bill for the appointment of & Milk In- 
ppector and for fixing the standard of pure 
milk will be called up in the House of Dele- 
gates to-night. So far it has met with a very 
determined opposition from the representa- 
tives of wards, in which many of the dairies 
are located. Delegate Marriott of the oid 
Ninth Ward in which thirty-one dairies are 
located, isa bitter opponent of the bill. 
Some of the Delegates from the outlying 
wards have also fought against the progress 
ofthe measure. It was not anticipated thata 
bill which finds such general favor with milk 
consumers would encounter the opposition 
that has been shown in the House of Dele- 
gates, where it has been denounced as @ move 
in favor of ‘‘monopoly milkmen,’’ by which 
the crators mean the large concerns which 
deal in milk. It is proposed to fix the propor- 
tion of pure milk at eighty-seven parts of water 
and thirteen of solids, and to provide a fine 


for selling milk that will not come up to this 
standard “on analysis. According to the — 
chemists the proportions in pure cow's mill 

are as follows: Water, 87.4; butter, 4.0; milk, 
gugar and soluble salts, 5.0, and casein and 
‘nsoluble salts, 3.06. For goat’s milk the pro- 


ortions are: Water, $2.0; butter, 
ay milk, sugar and soluble salts, 
4.5; casein and insoluble saits, 9.0.

Recorder of Voters Williams will complete 
his selections for the Board of Revision to- 
night. All the persons nominated for the po- 
sition have not yet signified their willingness 


to accept the places. The registration at the 
City Hall will close on the l6thinst. The 
board will be called together on the léthinst., 
and sit for ten days as a board of revision and 
then for two days as a board of review. 
On examining the books, after assuming the 
duties of the office, Recorder Williams found 
hundreds of false registrations. His original 
idea was to make a canvass of the city, and 
to ascertain the true and false registratiuns. 
He could not obtain the money for this pur- 

ose under the wording of the law afiect- 
ng registrations in this city. When 
asked to-day how he hoped to 
purge the records, Recorder Williams said: 
**] started out to clean up the registration and 
Iintend to to it.’’ The opposition with which 
the Recorder has met has not daunted him. 
The next Board of Kevision will have consid- 
erable work to do, as the revisors will be re- 
quired to examine every registration. Here- 
tofore the work has been done in a careless 
manner. In some of the wards not over a 
dozen names have been stricken off during the 
extra session of the board. 


A Woman’s Reformatory. 


This morning Mesdamecs Hill and Vincent, 
who have interested themselvesin the estab- 
lishment for the reformation of wayward 
women, had a conference with Mayor Francis, 
They called to ascertain what assistance could 


be expected from the city if they should 
rent a house and begin on a small scale. 
Mayor Francis stated that the same difficulties 
would be presented in this ease as in 
an attempttoopen a large institution. The 
municipal officers are powerless to dispose of 
the city’s money without the authority of the 
Municipal Assembly. He explained that the 
sum laid aside for immediate expenditure was 
so smalithat it would be impossible to give 
the movement any assistance out of it, and 
furthermore, that such an expenditure 
was not contemplated by the appropri- 
ation. The ladies are somewhat disheartened 
at the results of their efforts so far, but are 
determined to put their charitable one into 
execution whenever the opportunity offers. 
For many years the city bas shirkea the duty 
of yen for wayward girls and depended on 
the charity ofthe Sisters of the Good Shep- 
herd. The idea of expending money to estab- 
lish an institution for reforming women while 
the Sisters of the Good Shepherd will consent 
to take the burden free of cost, d&es not rec- 
tomas itself to the average municipal legis- 
ator. 


The Terminal Bill. 


Councilmen Stone, Allen, Blakely and Devoy 
were at the City Hall this morning. They ex- 
pressed themselves as aggrieved atthe com- 
ment on the probable action of the Council on 


the terminal biil which comes up to-night. 
One of the amendments suggested by Mr.

PURITAN PERSECUTION. 


Some of the Darker Phases of New England’s 
History. 


H. W. Austin in Southern Bivouac for March. 

In the next year, 1651, Messrs. Holmes, 
Crandfield and Clark were caught within 
the Massachusetts Colony indulging in 
Baptist worsbip on Sunday, aud were 
dragged that afternoon to a Congrega- 
tional Church. Clark told the officer that, 
if forced into a meeting which he dis- 
approved, he should feel also forced 
to declare publicly the rea- 
sons for his dissent in doctrine. 
He employed himself reading a book dur- 
ing the service, and after the sermon had 
the impudence to address the congrega- 
tion till hustled away. For this he was 
fined £20 (a large sum in those Geyer Mr. 
Holmes, asa former offender at Reho- 
both, £30, and Mr. Cranfield, £5, the court 
kindly not demanding more to swell their 
coffers than it was thought could be raised 
by the offenders. The prisoners agreed 
to refuse and receive the alternative of a 
public whipping, but some of Clark’s 
friends, against his will, paid his fine, 
Cranfield was let off on his promise to 
appear before the next court, and 
Obadiah Holmes was whipped alone. Sev- 
eral of his friends were present at the cer- 
emony, and John Spurr, with John Hazell, 
while escorting him back to prison, “took 
him by the hand in the nrarket place, and 
praised God for his courage and con- 
stancy.’’ For this crime of sympathy they 
were summoned to court next day to be 
fined £2 apiece or be whipped. They chose 
the lash, but some friends insisted on pay- 
ing the money, so they were dismissed and 
returned to Rhode Island. 

The Puritan persecution of the Baptists, 
however, in comparison to what now took 
place, may be regarded as simply a pre- 

randial whet to the appetite of fanat- 
icism, or to the lust of power — 
In the beginning of July, 1656, Anna 
Austin and Mary Fisher arrived from 
Barbadoes with some tracts concerning 
the doctrines of the new sect called Quak- 
ers. The Deputy Governor promptly flung 
them in prison ‘ton no other proof of their 
being Quakers,’’ asserts a friendly histor- 
ian, ‘‘than that one of them said thee to 
him.” This summary action, of course, 
may have been due on his part to a pre- 
liminary spark of the Boston culture zeal 
for pure ‘‘English” as well as pure doc- 
trine. 

After languishing in the loathsome, pes- 
tiferous gaol of the period for five weeks, 
these innocent women were shipped back 


to Barbadoes under care of Capt. 
Chichester, who was bound in the 
sum of £100 to land them nowhere 


else. Their Bibles and belongings were 
allowed tothe gaoler for his ‘‘lawful’’ 
fees. Hardly were these ‘‘vessels of 
wrath’’ shipped safely out before eight 
more appeared in Boston, who were in- 
stantly seized, sentenced to banishment, 
imprisoned near three months and then 
sent back over seas. While they were in 
prison the first general law against Quak- 
ers was enacted, by which it was specified 
that any ship-master bringing such 
freight should be _ fined £100, and 
that all Quakers should be committed to 
the House of Correction,roundly whipped, 
constantly kept at hard labor, and de- 
barred allintercourse with any person 
whatsoever. This law, not sufficing to 
deter Quakers from coming, the clergy 
invented new penalties, such as cutting 
off the ears and boring the tongue with a 
hotiron. Buteven these horrors failed 
to daunt and keep away these brave, de- 
voted Christians of both sexes, and their 
calm, contemptuous courage drove the 
tyrants nearly frantic. 

‘‘I would carry fire in one hand and 
faggots in the other to burn all the Quak- 
ers in the world,’’ shrieked the Rev. Mr. 
Wilson, in an _ hysterical hyperbole of 
hate. ‘‘Hang them!’’ the same preacher 
thundered from his pulpit, “or else,” and 
with a superb gesture of rhetorical climax 
he drew his hand across his eloquent 
throat. So finally death was tried upon 
them; and death failed likewise.” In 
1658, after the demise of Crom- 
well, who doubtless would have stopped 
all this had it come to his ears 
‘*the breaking waves” of Quaker blood 
‘‘dashed high on the stern and rock- 
bound shore’’ of New England Puritan- 
ism. In 1659 Boston witnessed four exe- 
cutions. Two of the victims, William 
Robinson and Marmaduke Stevenson, had 
come as voluntary martyrs to give theiz 
lives for the religious freedom of others, 
and they protested witha most solemn 
dignity that they came to their 
death for no vain glory or applause 
of men, but ‘‘by divine direction 
to warn the magistrates of their errors 
and entreat them to repeal their unjust 
laws.”’ Mary Dyer at the gallows was re- 
prieved tothe pleading of her son, who 
conveyed her to tolerant Rhode Island, 
But this noble woman seems to have been 
ashamed of thus deserting her great com- 
panions, for she soon found herself 

‘under a necessity laid on her 
from the requirings of the spirit of 
the Lord to go back to Boston,” 
whither she went,and was executed. For 
two years more this reign of horror lasted, 
and then Edward Burroughs called the 
heed of Charles II. to it as a vein of blood 
wide opened in his kingdom which, if not 
stopped forthwith, was like prove a 
deluge. Charlies II., the best of a 
bad race, instantly ordered the 
Puritans to repeal their laws 
against Quakers, and commanded 
religious toleration in Massachusetts 
and the other colonies. He also ordered 
that the only ee for the colonial 
elective franchise should be one of prop- 
ertv instead of Puritan church member- 
ship as heretofore. For which acts of lib- 
erality (although he generously pro- 
claimed perfect amnesty, saving the regi-

Wholesalers—How the Hotels Are Fixed 
—Range of Rates. 


There has been an impression abroad in the 
city, a quiet understanding among house- 
holders and other ice consumers, that the crop 
of ice housed during the winter now almost 
over has been very large, much larger than 
formany winters. The Signal Service, prob- 
ably with error, reported some very gold 
cold weather. Persons who bave been out of 
doors much have equally erroneous recollec- 
tions of extremely cold days. The winter has 
been looked uponas containing more low tem- 
perature than any winter in halfa decade. The 
ice men say, however, that the crop has not 
been large; that houses are not over naif full; 
and that the winter has been very unfavorable 
to the making ofice. They say this and pro- 
poseto charge accordingly. There are two 


of prices, though they are not designated as 
pools. The firstis the Wholesalers’ Associa- 
tion, which was in existence last year, 
although it was not then a _ considerable 
factor in the elements that fixed prices. 
This year it dictates terms. The second is 
the Retail Ice Dealers Association of St.Louis. 
It has been organized since the first of the 
year, and occupies rooms at 703 Washington 
avenue that are redolent with the scent of 
varnish and paint. <A paid secretary sits 
in these rooms all day, and the executive 
committee meets every afternoon at 
4 o’clock for the transaction of such 
business as may come before it. The 


Wholesale Dealers’ Association is the parent 
ofthe retailers’ organization, and although 
they are separate existences thev have such 
intimate relations asto be practically one. 
The shortcrop ofice claimed to have been 
harvested lies atthe back and asa basis ofa 
raise in the price of ice by the wholesalers to 
dealers (not to consumers) of 75 cents per ton, 
the prices being for lake ice $, local ice (that 
issuch asis gathered within a radius of fifty 
miles) $3.65 per ton and Creve Coeur Lake ice 
$3.55 per ton. 
HERE ARE THE FIGURES. 

Thatis one picture. Now look upon this. 
It is the special price list to consumers taking 
over four thousand pounds at each delivery, 
by the members of the Ketail Ice Dealers’ As- 
sociation:

This is an increase of from $1 to $1.50 per 
ton. The retailers saw the wholesalers bleed 
and went apeg or twohigher. The above 
schedule does not fully show the advance, as 
4,000 pounds per day isawholesale quantity. 
Real retail business will suffer from the follow- 
ing scale, from which there is no probability 
of relief. 

1. Butchers, fish markets and ice depots, 
not members ofthe association, 35 cents per 
100 pounds. 

2. Saloons, restaurants, butterand poultry 
depots, dairies, hospitals, medical colleges; 
aiso the following who have fifty or more 
employes, viz.: foundries, boiler yards, ma- 
chine shops, factories, large stores ana offices, 
40 cents per 100 pounds. 

8. Retail grocers, club-houses, ice-cream 
saloons and bakeries, 45 cents per 100 pounds. 

4. Soda fountains and florists, 50 cents per 
100 pounds. 

5. Families, stores, offices, undertakers, 
small shops and factories, and all other small 
consumers, 60c per 100 pounds. 

In a sixth proviso the association makes the 
following concession: ‘‘Itisa well-known fact 
that there isa limited number of very large 
consumers of ice who may be entitled to a re- 
duction in the above scale of prices, and any 
such large consumer, when he begins 
to take 1.000 ibs or over on each 
day, or 2,000 bs or over at each delivery, may, 
upon an application through his ice man, be 
considered entitied to a reduction in his price 
of ice, such application to be presented to the 
Executive Committee, who will have the 
power to make sueh reduction, and aN their 
decisions shall be communicated to all mem- 
bers of the association at the same time, 
through the mail, thus enabling all members 
the same privilege of soliciting the trade of 
such consumer at the reduced rate.’”’ 

All of these prices are subject to the follow- 
ing conditions: ‘‘All ice shall be sold at 
wagon or depot scale weights, and shall not 
be washed before weighing.’’ 

A CIRCULAR 

has been sent to consumers, or will be sent 
by the retail association which contains the 
information that the crop of ice never was 
smalier, and that in view of the advance of 
pe by the wholesalers, the retailers have 

en forced to increase their rates, ‘‘though 
this has been done conservatively and with 
regard for the interests of our patrons. 

The wholesalers advance will not cause s0 
much indignation as that of the retailers, 
although there are some large consumers who 
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The Planters’ House in all its departments 
uses 900 tons of ice during a vear. Thead- 
vance in the price is thus seen to be a consid- 
erable sum. 

The Southern is better fixed. It has a con- 
tract with J. A. Smith & Sons that was 
made last May to run for five years at 
$3.20 net per ton delivered. This hotel 
uses 1,500 tons of ice each year. The 
Lindell has a slightly better contract paying 
but $3.15 net per ton. Its ice bill last year was 
$3,026.68 which total includes three montbs’ 
service under acontract that expired April 1. 
The new contract was made in that month, 
and isto run five years. Both the Southern 
and Lindell contracts contain clauses that al- 
low the imposition of $1 more per tonif the 
winter is warm and open, and unfavorable for 
ice making. 

The Laclede had a contract for two years 
that expired last month. On application to 
J. A. Smith & Sons for a contract rate 
Mr. Sperry was inet with a de- 
mand for $4.90 per ton. He refused to 
pay so much, and after some searching 
found a dealer who was willing to furnish ice 
at $4.50 perton.

RECENT DEATHS, 

The necrology of the past twelve months 
is largely made up of the deaths of men 
who rose to greatness amid the stirring 
events of the war of the rebellion. One 
by one the men who were in their prime 
when the impulse of those pregnant days 
called forth their utmost powers are 
dying, many of them in premature old 
age, from the excessive strain of 
an over-worked life. BEECHER, indeed, 
with his magnificent physique, outlived

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Hancock and LoGaN and McLELLAN and 
HENDRICKS and Eaps and scores of others 
of lesser note among the recent dead were 
men who were young when Sumpter was 
fired on. 

They should be living now, but Ameri- 
cans burn life’s candle rapidly, and crowd 
into twenty years of activity more strain 
and push, more excitement and effort, 
more achievement and failure than else- 
where fills a lifetime. They count their 
lives not by years, but by deeds, and 


never look on their task as 
finished so long as there is a new 
enterprise worthy of their trying. 


Such men as BEECHER and EaDs are typi- 
cal Americans, and the basis of their 
character is grit. They are types of the 
race which has built up this nation, and 
they embodied in their character all that 
long record of daring, which begins with 
the first exploration of the Continent, 
and which was called on to make its 
greatest test in the civil war. They are 
men who do not know what it is to fear or 
to flinch or to hesitate; men indomitable 
in will, unshakable in purpose, fixed 
in their conviction, sure of their 
ground and sure of themselves. The 


of poverty, humiliation and disappoint- 
ment break over them, only to recede 
and leave them unconquered and erect, 
with purpose stronger set than ever, and 
their sublime confidence in themselves 
strengthened by the ordeals they have 
passed. 

Such men are the product of a free 
government and of the opportunities it 
offers. When they die, we call them 
great men. But when we mourn their 
loss, we may well comfort ourselves with 
the thought that this country is always 
rich in such men, and that they are al- 
ways ready to come to the front when the 
occasion summons them.

STATE REVENUE REFORM. 


A Revenue Commission, which has been 
at work on the matter fora couple of 
years past, has brought forth a bill to 
change the revenue system of Illinois. 
The central idea of this bill is to raise all 
the revenue needed for State purposes by 
taxes on railroads, express companies, 
insurance companies and quasi-public 
corporations generally, leaving real es- 
tate and other forms of property to be 
taxed for local purposes only, and thus to 
get rid of the difficulty of equalizing the 
assessment of such property for State tax- 
ation. 

Of the practical provisions by which the 
aim of the bill ig to be worked out, we are 
not prepared to say that they are perfect, 
or even well adapted to the end in view. 
But the main idea of the measure is a 
good one, and its practicability has been 
tested with such good results in Pepnsyl- 
vania, that we commend it to the consid- 
eration of the Missouri Legislature. 

In all cases where the same property is 
assessed throughout a State for both 
State and municipal taxation, all sorts 
of methods of equalizing State taxes 
by equalizing the assessment among 
the counties and cities have been 
tried and failed. For twelve years the 
State officers of Missouri, serving ex- 
officio as a State Board of Equaili- 
zation, have disobeyed the mandates of 
the State Constitution and utterly failed 
to equalize the local assessments on which 
the State tax islevied. With a St. Louis 
man sitting all this time as a member of 
the board, this city has been forced to pay 
more than twice her proportion of the State 
taxes while the railroads have escaped 
with the payment of less than half their 
share. The excuse of these officers was 
that they could not acquire sufficient in- 
formation about values to qualify them 
to change the local assessments. Where 
local necessity. forced the assessment up 
to a full valuation, they could not reduce 
it without crippling and starving the 
Municipal Government. They had not 
the nerve to raise the great number of 
ridiculously low assessments up to a full 
valuation. In Illinois, where the State 
Board of Equalization has been composed 
of men chosen from the different Con- 
gressional districts, there has been as 
much complaint of unequal taxation as 
here, and local efforts to escape State 
taxation have sent the aggregate assess- 
ment down until it does not represent 
more than a fifth of the taxable wealth of 
the State

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Are Prices Rising?

The table of wholesale prices of leading 
commodities published every year by the 
London Economist shows for January 1, 1887, 
a slight improvement over previous yéurs. 
The average of the articles selected ior com- 
parison, which during the five years preced- 
ing 1850 was taken as 2,200, and under the in- 


fluence of the immense gold discoveries in 
California and Australia rose in 1858 to 2,996, 
} fell in 1886 to 2,023. That is to say, the leading 
staple commodities of the world could, on the 
ayerage, be bought for a little less in 1886 than 


they were bought forin 1845-50, and for two- 
thirds of what they couid bebought for in 1858. 
But the average for January 1, 1887, is 2,059, 


against 2,023 in 1886, and the question is wheth- 
er this indicates the change of the tide, and 
whether prices are now on the point of taking 
a permanent upward turn. 


A careful scrutiny of the items of the Econo- 


mist’s table is rather discouraging to a hope- 
ful view of the subject.

case of a few commodities, while the majority 
show a decrease.

THE PATTI BLIZZARD. 


A SURGING MOB BESIEGES THE EXPOSI- 
TION BOX-OFFICE. 


The Olive Street Entrance the Scene of an 
Unprecedented Rush for Concert Seats 
—Over One Hundred Men and Boys 
Spend the Night on the Stone Steps—An 
Immense Crowd at the Doors this Morn- 
ing—Scrambling and Fighting fer front 
Places—A Squad of Policemen Neces- 
sary te Maintain Order—Incidents of the 
Sale. 


There was a surging mob at the Exposition 
by daybreak this morning. The Patti craze, 
which was thought to have spent its force with 
the last concert, only circled around and came 
back again with the violence of a wild west- 
ern blizzard. The first whitf of it curled 
around Clabber alley, and picking up two col- 
ored citizens deposited them in front of the 
big doors on Olive street at 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning. Thetwo colored citizens basked 
in the sunshine with intense satisfaction all 
day, secure in the consciousness of having the 
choicest places for their bosses. 

Along towards evening when other victims 
of the craze began to drop in on the colored 
citizens they looked down on them froma 
height of superior shrewdness. But others 
kept coming, and it was evident that the bliz- 
zard had picked up the chaff and riff-raff first. 
There were Clabber alley leaders, Kerry Patch 
sluggers, newsboys, bootblacks and messen- 
ger boys who came with a determination to 
get first place if fighting could secure it. 

AT5 O’CLOCK LAST EVENING 
there were fifty persons of ull colors and con- 
ditions of life congregated on the steps and the 
people who wanted to get into the Musical 
Union Concert found the way biockaded 
by a determined crowd of place-seekers. 
Then Manager Johnston issued a ukase 


that the steps should be cleared 
and placed it in the hands of 
two police officers to execute. The ukase 


was executed und the mob took possession of 
the stone railing. The first-comers had ap- 
portioned piaces among themselves, but this 
interference of authority mixed them up and 
‘*might and fast running makes right’’ ruled. 

When the time came for the concert to close 
the place-holders ranged themselves in line at 
the foot of the steps ready to rush for the east 
door. Three times false signals were given 
by the leaving of people before the end of the 
concert and races with rough and tumble 
scrimmages took place. The policemen 


were lost in the rushes, but they recov- 
ered themselves and drove the crowd back 
again. By midnight the officer in charge eati- 
mated that the throng numbered over one 
hundred and — persons. In the night 
rushes, however, all account of places was 
lost, and the first were last and the last first. 
The two colored citizens found themselves 
this morning hopelessity mixed up with the 
rabble in the rear. 
AN UNPRECEDENTED SCENE. 

Nothing like the scene at the Olive street en- 
trance at 8 o’clock this morning was ever wit- 
nessed in St, Louis before. It was with- 
out parallel in opera or concért sales, 
and it is doubtful if the continent 
can equalit. The space in front of the eustern 
door was packed with two opposing forces, 
one of them facing east and the other facing 
west. The latter line extended three, four 
and five abreast down the steps, and then 
stretched out in single und doable fille down 
Olive street to the corner of Thirteenth 
and around the cornertothe windows of the 
Secretary's inside office. There were many 
ladies either in the tine or standing along- 
side of it seeking some place which 
offered a chance to get seats. Numbers of 
gentlemen, who had come to the place not ex- 
pecting the rush, stoodon the steps help- 
lessiy§ looking at the surging, scrambling 
throng, while others who had boys and men in 
line for them watched to see that their places 
were not lost. Many who had sent representa- 
tives to secure places for them were unable to 


find their men or if they found them 
discovered that their chances of 
holding the places were almost worth- 


less. Double lines would frequently be 
formed for the purpose of forcing the first line 
apart and slipping in. Boys who had been 
standing in the cold ail night were shoved ont 
of the way by rough men, and several of them 
left in tears because they had been hurt or 
thrown out of their places. One sergeant and 
two officers were on duty, but'they could not 
control the people. Speculators were on band 
in abundange and had numbers of boys in line 
forthem. Many of the men and boys repre- 
sented no one, but having beard of the 
money mad, atthe last concert sale had re- 
mained out all night forthe chance of selling 
their places. Sales of this kind were light be- 
fore the doors opened, because the places 
were so uncertain in the mob, but quite 
& number were disposed of. One young 
man, about two-hundredth from the front, 
sold his place for $2 and received an extra 
dollar for continuing to hold it. Up inthe 
first twenty-five places were held as high as 
$10, with few sales at this price, $5 being con- 
sidered fair for really choice positions. Out- 
side of such persons, however, there were 
many genuine purchasers and representatives 
of purchasers. 
THE RULE ADOPTED 

by Messrs. Gillett and Johnston was that only 
six purchasers should be admitted into the 
lobby at onee, and as 9 o’clock approached 
the struggle to reach the front increased im 
intensity. Along the steps men were pushing 
and fighting until a knife could not have been 
inserted between each one in line. There 
were not less than 500 persons coliected 
around the entrance and in the line. Two 
officers forced their way throuxzh the banked 
people and stationed themselves at the door 
to prev ‘nt them from rushing through. In the 
box office were Messrs. Gillett and Unger 
ready for the sale. 

At 9 o’clock sharp the door was opened 
about two feet and there was a wild rush for 
the inside. The officers struggled manfully 
and the door was biocked inside so it could 
not be forced further open. Every man an 
boy in the leading bunch made 
ep desperate effort to squeeze through. The 
officers fought manfully but were nearly over- 
powered. One darkey who was among the 
first to arrive and had been out ail _— 
acted like acrazy man. He fought wildly for 
his place and finding that shoving was useless 


‘climbed up on the heads of the mass 
and was crawling over the helmets 
of the officers when one of them caught 


him by the coat tailsand jerked him back. He 
lost his bat and his coat was nearly torn off, 
but he prpved hisright to getin and was al- 
lowed to pass) Several men were yanked out 
by a stalwart officer and were rushed down 
the steps. A speculator who was 
particularly rambunctious was in the 
nuinber. It was a terrible struggie and 
it looked as if the officers wonld fail, when 
Sergeant Jack Campbell appeared with a re- 
lieving squad of six stalwart officers. They 
went at once to the head of the line, and after 
a few minutes’ work some semblance of order 
was restored. It was almost impossible to 
maintain it, however, and the officers were 
kept busy for several hours dispersing violent 
roups. 

The men and boys hooted ana yelled at every 
appearance of a row and every time an officer 
appeared; but, as a rnie, good humor pre- 
vailed. Among the gentiemen in the throng 
attracted by the sight, or in search of tickets, 
were Eben Richards, Sam M. Kennard, Geo.

HOTEL BUSINESS, 


Rush of Travel that Has Filled Up the Loca 
Hostleries. 


The business of the St. Louis hotels has 
never been better than it is now and has been 
for nearly a month. The remarkable feature 
about it all is that there is no special attraction 
in the city at thistime. There is no conven- 
tion, no races, nofair, no Exposition, nothing 
but legitimate ewery-day-in-the- year business. 
The Southern has been registering from 150 to 
170 names during the last month on every day, 


and the Lindell has only been below that num- 
ber because the house is smalier. The latter 
hotel has been largely filled with eommercial 
men, drummers, and unlike former years 


they have not come in rotation as to the 
lines of goods they wish to_—cseil, 
but have swept down en masse

sHE STARTLING DISCOVERY MADE IN THE 
HUT OF THE DENMEADS. 


ghe New Brunswick Authorities Forcibly 
Enter the Hovel—*am’s Wife and Rohbh- 
ert Denmead Found Dead in Bed—The 
Two Survivors Sleeping for Months in 
the Same Bed With the Corpses—A Des- 
perate Resistance Made by the Two 
Hiermits.

New YORK, March 11.—The Denmead family 
sensation was solved yesterday afternoon 
when the Chief of Police of New Brunswick, 
n. J., entered their hovel and discovered the 
dead and decomposing bodies of Mrs. Den- 
mead and her brother-in-law, Robert Den- 
mead. The police, the Board of Health and 
jts inspector, and the relatives of the woman 
seemed all of them afraid to go tothe hovel, 
and until late inthe afternoon it looked as if 
gil efforts to enter the house would be dropped 
andthe mystery remain unsolved. Then the 
Post-DISPATCH correspondent and some 
local newspaper men held an indignation 
meeting, and the result was that the 
former filed an affidavit stating that in an 
interview with Sammy Denmead he had 
jearned that his wife was possibly dying. 
lawyer Berdine followed with another affi- 
davit, and then Mrs. William Brundage of 
Piscataway, the sister of Mrs. Denmead, 
signed the complaint, alleging that she had 
cause to believe that hersister had died 
aud was now in the hovel, Immediately a 
warrant was issued for Samuel Denmead on a 
charge of criminal neglect to provide medical 
attendance for his wife, which, under 
the laws of New Jersey is punish- 
eble as manslaughter. Chief Fourat, 
Detective Oliver and a number of lawyers and 
policemen then went to the hovel on Commer- 
cial avenue. Wending their way down the 
ywuddy pathway among the trees they came to 
the but.

the boards broke in with the crowds which 
had climbed on them. Then the report that 
the two people had died of smali-pox spread 
and thie seemed not without foundation, as 
Samuel himself has said that that was the dis- 
ease. Itis possible, however,that in his crazy 
shrewdness he knew that this would prevent 
a crowd from annoying him. The two 
brothers, as soon as the police recovered from 
the effects of their discovery, were arrested. 
John biinked and staggered as he was 
led out of the hole where he had spent 
forty-two years of his life without 
a breath of fresh air. Samuel muttered 
and said he had lots of money and could ob- 
tain bail. Both were taken to jail. The latter 
when seen by the Post- DISPATCH correspond- 
ent said: 

‘‘If they find any bruises on her body I did 
not put them there. Illiked her too much for 
that. She must have got them when she fell 
down the day the boys’ ran past with the 
wagon,.’’ 

‘‘Why did you keep the bodies in the house 
so long atter they were dead?’’ 

‘‘Are they dead? I hope not. 
he answered. 

“The police have just found their bodies, 
you know that.’’ 

“Oh, [hope not, I hope not. I kept them 
there because I wanted tolookatthem. We 
slept with their bodies.’’ 

DEAD TWO MONTHS. 

Jobn said that be wanted to have the bodies 
removed, but his brother would not let him. 
The Coroner’s jury was summoned yesterday 
aiternoon by ex-Justice Daly, at whose order 
County Physician Rice visited the bodies and 
had them removed to the morgue. Here he 
made a partial examination, and learned that 
the woman must have been dead nearly two 
months, The man had been dead nearly as 
long, and both bodies were in a horrible state. 
The Coroner’s jury adjour: ed until Monday 
afternoon, when it will meet and begin 
the investigation. The charges against the 
Denmead brothers will be investigated by 
the Grand-jury which meets in April. It is 
possible that the charge of criminal negiect 
made against them will be pushed but it will 
hardly come to trialas the men, if they live 
long enough, will both be adjudged insane and 
sentto the asylum. The police guarded their 
place last night from a mob of several bundred 
who come and go allthe time. An investiga- 
tion of the Denmeads’ history discloses a ro- 
mance that is far more interesting than any- 
thing developed previous to yesterday’s awful 
discoveries. 

In 1840 Mra. Denmead wasa happy young 
wife of 25. Her husband was William Ayers, 
& Woodbridge shoemaker, and they had a 
bright little boy of 4 years, who was the idol 
of his mother’s heart. About this time a 
woman named Gage, young, pretty and co- 
guettish, came to oodbridge from Perth 
Amboy. Ayers fell in love with her and gradu- 
ally neglectedehis wife more and more. She 
reproached him and he became angry and 
sald that he would leave her. Finally his at- 
tentions to Miss Gage became so marked that 
the village people bewan to talk about it, and

Search was made in the orphan asylums of 
the country, but nothing was ever heard of 
the child. Meantime Samuel Denmead, who 
had been an old suitor of Mrs. Ayers’, who 
was at that time the handsomest woman in 
the country, began to press his attentions 
upon her. She received them passively, 
seeming neither pleased nor displeased. She 
was s.owly recovering from the first effects of 
the biow of the loss of her child, but seemed 
achildin her simplicity. Denmead one day 
pressed his suit upon her, but Mrs. Brund- 
age, her sister, came into the room at that mo- 
ment and the man jumped out of the window. 


Afterward it seemed he was successful in his 
suit and despite the objections of the family, 
who knew that Mrs. Ayers was not fit men- 
tally to be married, the two went off together. 
Shortly afterwards they moved into their hut 
on the outskirts of the town. Nobody knows 
why they went there, but it was supposed 
that the move was the result of Mrs. Ayers’ 
melancholy and Mr. Denmead’s cynicism. He 
had then been beaten out of a large amount of 
money. Itis not known that the two were 
ever married, but they had lived the greater 
part in their hovel ever since, growing queerer 
and q ueerer ag years rolled by. 


Foul Play Suspected. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 11.-@All the 
Brundage family, the only relatives of the 
Denmeads, drove in from Piscataway this 
morning and learned of the horrible discovery 


of yesterday. Mrs. Brundage persisted in 
seeing the body of her sister, although the re- 
mains had not yet been pre- 
pared for inspection. After a post-mortem 
exumination they will take the body 
of Mrs. Denmead and have it interred 
in St. James’ graveyard at Piscataway. 
The detectives in the city are inclined to be- 
lieve inthe foul play theory. It is certain 
that Samuel Denmead has tried underhand 
means to obtain possession of the woman’s 
property. No marriage certificate has been 
found among the papers of the brothers, and 
Mrs. Brundage freely asserts itas her opinion 
that the woman was nothing but the mistress 
of the three men. 


Starved io Death. 


New BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 11.—The re- 
sult of the post-mortem examination on the 
bodies of Robert and Cornelia Denmead 
showed that the woman’s lungs were ina 


normal condition, and that her death was not 
caused by pneurnonia. Her stomach and in- 
testines were absolutely empty of solid matter, 
showing that the woman was starved to death, 
The body was horribly decomposed. Mrs. 
Denmead had been dead for at least two 
months. Robert Denmead’s body was gaunt 
and shrivelled. The lungs and heart were de- 
composed. The stomach and intestines were 
empty. His death was also caused by starva- 
tion. The stomachs ofboth Robert and Mrs. 
Denmead were taken to Austen & Wilber, ana- 
lytical chemists, who will examine them for 
traces of poison. The eyes of the two persons 
had been eaten out, presumably by rats.

A Haunting Dread Drives Edward Hildreth 
to His Death. 


Dr. J. Z. Hall of 1219 North Seventh street, 
was treated to quite asurprise this morning.

on the street and singularly enough directly 
opposite an undertaker’s. Dr. Hall, after 
eating his breakfast about 7 o’clock, came to 
the conclusion that his roomer was unusually 
uiet and went into the front room.

His pupils were 
dilated as after a dose of chloral, and pending 
‘tthe inquest of the Coroner, who was notified, 
this was given as the cause of his death. 

The deceased, when a PoO8sT-DISPATCH re- 
porter called atthe house, was sitting in the 
chair awaiting the arrival of the Coroner, as 
naturally as though be had fallen asleep. He 
wasan unmarried man, 40 years of age,a 
brother of Hugh R. Hiidreth, the stationer, 
and a printer by trade.

THE DEAL OFF. 


FAILURE OF THE RICHMOND TERMINAL 
TO SECURE THE B. & O. 


President Garrett Negotiating With a Syndi- 
cate of Private Bankers—Terms of the 
New Deal—Upinions of Railroad Offictals 
Regarding the First Transaction — The 
Staten Island Conantracts—Railroad News. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—The negotiations be- 
tween Garrett and the Richmond Terminal 
Company have fallen through andthe deal is 
off. A new proposition is now being con- 
sidered by Mr. Garrett, and negotiations are 
now on foot for the transfer of control of the 
Baitimore & Ohio Railroad to a syndicate of 
private bankers. 


THE NEW DEAL. 

The new arrangement for the purchase of 
the control of the Baltimore & Ohio by a pri- 
vate syndicate in which Garrett will have an 
interest, contemplates placing the stock ina 
collateral trust for a new company, and is- 
suing bonds secured by this trust to the 
amount of $10,000,000. These bonds are to 
be taken as part payment of the stock, 
The new company will issue ,000 in stock, 
and holders of outstanding Baltimore & Ohio 
stock will receive three shares of new stock 
for one ofold. The new stock will be listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange, und on 
the present basis of earnings will receive 
dividends at the rate of 6 per. cent 
per annum. The express business, 
parlor carand telegraph lines will be sold at 
the best opportunity but until that is done, 
willbe operated as heretofore. Some ofthe 
difficulties in the way of adeal are said to be 
the Staten Island contracts and the attitude of 
the Pennsylvania Raliiroad.

AT BALTIMORE. 


President Garrett Reticent Regarding the 
Nezgotiations—Founded on Facts. 


Fv Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCR. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 11.—Baltimore has 
seldom, if ever, been so excited over anything 
asitisover the alleged action of President 
Garrettin delivering oyer toa syndicate of 
outside capitalists the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road. Many don’t hesitate to censure Mr. 
Garrett quite severely for what they think will 
be a move against the community in the inter- 
ests of New York City. On the other hand, 
there are those who openly assert that 
it would be a good move, as it would 
give Baltimore a southern outlet and 
u northern inlet. There is scarcely 
any doubt expressed that the deal is not prac- 
tically accomplished, and that controlling in- 
terest in the Baltimore & Ohio has been se- 
cured in some manner by the syndicate which 
has obtained the control of the vast railroad 
system embraced in yesterday’s report. Rob- 
ert Garrett, the only man who can givé any 
definite information in regard to the matter, 
is inaccessible. The PoOsT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent calied on him several times yester- 
day and late iast night, but each time he was 
met with the samereply: ‘‘I have no state- 
ment to make at the present time, but when- 
ever there is anything definitely concluded, I 
will make it public.’’ 

Mr. Garrett has been almost constantly in 
the company of the legal advisers of his road 
for the past two days, and that some scheme 
is being planned is beyond a doubt. 

AB. & O. OFFICER’S STATEMENT. 

A prominent officer of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
and one who is closely allied to Mr. Garrett, 
said to-day: ‘‘Ithink the whole matter will 
be cleared up inafew days, and when day- 
light dawns it will be found that the Baitimore 
& Ohio has not acted toward the city of Balti- 
more in any way that will not be for ite bene- 
fit. Mr. Sully has, in the last few days, been 
quoted by various newspapers throughout the 
country as making certain statements. 
After these statemenis are read, what 


do they amountto? Absolutely nothing. He 
has not once positively asserted that Mr. Gar- 
rett sold, agreed to sell, or in any way dis- 
posed of the Baltimore & Obio stock. pon 
looking carefully into the matter it will be 
found that it is Mr. Sully’s friends or presumed 
friends who are advancing all the positive in- 
formation.’’ 

The same officer, while he would not commit 
himself by any positive statement, intimated 
that all the hue and cry about an absolute sale 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad stock was 
‘*‘bosh.’’ ‘That certain negotiations were 
pending between Mr. Garrett and Mr. Sully he 
would neither deny nor confirm. Almostin 
contradiction tu the foregoing statement was 
one made by a banker who is frequently 
called in consultation by the Baltimore £ Ohio 
ofliciuls. This gentleman stated that almost 
every member of the Baltimore Stock Ex- 
change believed that an actual sale had been 
made. 

FOUNDED ON FACTS. 

Mr. Garrett was seen last night and stated 
that he had excellent reasons for saving that 
the rumors of the last few duys were founded 
on facts, but the contract which was to be en- 
tered into was such a large one that it would 
be several days before the thing could be put 
into operation. The publication of the 
rumors was a surprise to the Suily syndicate,

have not, however, had the effect of checking 
the progress of the contract,and unless some- 
thing entirely uniooked for transpires the Bal- 
timore & Ohio will go into the syndicate. 


Garrett’s Burdens,

If perchance, itmight be arranyed to 
force delay till Mr. Sully’s time for delivering 
the millions of money needed to assure the 
delivery of the stock bad expired there might 
be opportunities for an Opposition or rival 
deal that would put him In the backyround. 
There are men in Wall street who undertook 
yesterday to bring this about, and Mr. Garrett 
has been informed that if he will get out of his 
contract with Mr. Sully be shall have a bigger 
price tor his stock than the Sully bargain 
sives. Wali street has insisted on denomina- 
ting the Garrett-Sully bargain as 
THE KICHMOND TERMINAL DEAL. 

Though neither the Richmond & Terminal 
Company, nor any corpuration, has any inter- 
est whatever in the purchase,except prospect- 
ively, the bargain signed by Mr. Garrett was 
stated to be with Alfred Sully as an individual, 
though it is explained by friends of both gen- 
tlemen that it was a matter of clear under- 
standing that theend tobe attained was to 
make the Baltimore & Ohio a great truaok 
line property, stretching through the South 
over tne Richmond Terminal and Enuat 
Tennessee lines and reaching New York 
over the Reading and Jersey Central tracks, 
alithe interested corporutions to be under 
barmonious management and under one con- 
trol, if not knit together by absolute consolli- 
dation with one united system, with one name 
and one centralized direction. There was 
much in this prospect to suit the purpose of 
Robert Garrett, devoted as he is to the execu- 
tion of his father’s great ambition for a mag- 
nificent trunk line that should have Baltimore 
for its headquarters. And here was one of 
the terms of the bargain to sell, it is said: 
‘‘That headquarters of the united lines shouid 
be maintained in Baltimare.’’ 

Likewise there was much in this prospect 
that did not suit some other people's purpose. 
And those other people were not inclined to 
hide their grievances either. They sneered 
openly at the compact signed by President 
Garrett and quietly hammered the life out of 
the stock market.

Some of the 
Richmond & Terminal Directors met yester- 
day and kindly volunteered to tell the public 
atterward all that they did, and that, they 
said, was nothing. In some pretty high places 
there was manifest ai é disposition § to 
have the public believe that the whole 
deal wus off. This Terminal meeting was 
advertised for just that § purpose. 
How sincere this was, or how much it aimed 
at deceiving the public, will not be seen for 
some time to come, perhaps. Publicity does 
not always help syndicates. A mystery is the 
proper thing in Wall sreet. And there is rea- 
son forthe suspicion that people largely in- 
terested inthe acquirement of the Baltimore 
& Ohio control woula like to convince the 
public forawhile thatthe whole negotiation 
with Mr, Garrett has fallen through abso- 
lutely. 

‘*Mr. Sully’s option has expired,’’ so his 
friend, Gen. Logan, averred yesterday, add- 
ing that everything was ‘‘off,’’ and the 
greatest deal known in American railroad his- 
tory no longer contemplated. All this means 
the probability of delay at least. It may be 
well to remember, however, that it has not 
been declared inthe Times thatthe sale was 
finally consummated; the bargain made terms 
which were to be fulfilled. An authority 
close to Robert Garrett has declared that 
the option of the control was good for the 
remainder ofthis month. Another man who 
professed to have information, quoted the op- 
tion as running forafortnight from last Sat- 
urday.

JAMES B. EADS. 


A Letter Received from His Daughter Par- 
tially Confirming Yesterday’s News. 
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James B. Eads. 

Mrs. James F. How received a letter this 
morning from her sister, Mrs. Hazard, who 
went with their father, James B. Eads, to Nas- 
sau, Bahama Islands. The letter was written 
on March65, and confirmed, partially, the report 
of the death of Mr. Kads. He was, at the time 


the letter was written dangerously sick. 
When he went to the Bahamas he was broken 
in health from «verwork and worry inci- 
dent to his efforts to get the Government to 
senction and aid his ship-railway scheme. Up 
to the first ofthe month he was rapidly regain- 
ing Mis health, but took cold, congestion of 
the lungs resulted, and on the 5th inst. (last 
Saturday) he was so dangerously ill that 
Mrs. Hazard feared he could notrecover. Her 
letter was written hastily to catch the mail 
steamer Monticello, which leaves Nassau for 
Jacksonville, Fla., every Saturday. In a post- 
script, added at the last moment, she said Mr. 
Eads was not growing better, and if the worst 
came, asthe crisis would be over in a few 
days, they would leave Nassau on 
the next Saturday’s boat for Jack- 
sonville, Fla. Mr. Eads’ strength 
had been seriously undermined by the strain 
of last year and his vitality was too much im- 
paired to withstand the accute attack of con- 
gestion following the cold. 

Estil McHenry, whose wife is one of the 
dead engineer's daughters,did not believe the 
report of last evening as to Mr. Eads’ death. 
He said this morning: ‘‘I] asked Mr. Charlies 
Osborne, the agent of the Western Associated 
Press last night to learn for me 
wherethe report had comefrom. He tele- 
graphed Cincinnati, andthey asked William 
Henry Smith, General Manager in New York. 
He replied that the information had come by 
boat to Key West, Fla., from the Associated 
Press Agent at Nassau, and was authentic. 
The letter received by Mrs. How this 
morning confirms it in a measure. 
It will be impossible to learn more 
definitely until the arrival of the Monticello at 
Jacksonville on Sunday night or Monday 
morning, and that boat willin all probability 
bear Capt. Eads’ remains. James F. How 
will leave for Jacksonville to-night, reaching 
there Sunday morning, and will accompany 
Mrs. Eads, Mrs. Hazard and the body back to 
St. Louis. The funeral wiil be in St. Loula, 
probably qn Wednesday of next week, but 
nothing can be said positively on that point 
until Mrs. Eads has been consulted.’’

SENATOR REAGAN 


Talks About the Interstate Commerce Bill 
and the Commissioners. 


John H. Reagan of Palestine, Tex., mem- 
ber of the last Congress representing the dis- 
trict in which he lives and Senator elect from 
Texas was at the Southern Hotel this morning. 
He is on his way home from Wash- 
ington, where he was detained by 
business. Mr. Reagan will take the 


seat vacated by Senator Maxey onthe reas- 
sembling of the next Congress.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


MRS. GOEDDECKE’S DOMESTIC TORTURE 
DESCRIBED IN A DIVORCE PRAYER. 


The Latest Addition to the Docket of Mar- 
ital Misfits—Another Claim for Damages 
Against the Cable Road—Crushed Con- 
fectionery on Olive Street—The Green- 
Von der Ahe Controversy—An Assignee’s 
Resignation. 


Mrs. Augusta Goeddecke has entered a suit 
in the @ircuit Court seeking a decreeof di- 
vorce from Henry Goeddecke. They were 
married January 24, 1883, and three children 
were born of the union. Mrs. Goeddecke 
makes out a long bill of complaint against her 
husband, and if the testimony at the trial 
bears out one-fourth of the allegations she 
will assuredly get her decree. She 
alleges that one year afterthe marriage her 
husband commenced a course of cruel treat- 
ment, which he kept up daily and weekly. 
During the year 1884 she alleges that hestruck, 
pinched, pushed and bruised her in the most 
brutal manner every week, and that such 
cruel treatment was entirely unpro- 
voked. Just before Christmas, 1884, 
when his wife was in a $ <delicate 
condition, she alleges that he drew 
aknife, and as she endeavored to withdraw 
from his presence he kicked her out of the 
room. After this he promised to amend his 
conduct, but his promise was soon broken 
and he repeated his former acts of brutality, 
striking, whipping and kicking her every 
week orso. On one occasion he tried to throw 
her down stairs, and whipped one of the chil- 
Oren for no other purpose than to annoy and 
distress her. 

Mrs. Goeddecke further alleges that her 
husband struck her in the face, pinched her, 
pulled her hair and frequentiy threatened her 
life, declaring that he would cut her heart out 
and saying and doing many things calculated 
to drive a woman crazy. His wife’s condition 


at length became intolerable, and she resolved 
to seek relietinthe divorce court. She asks 
for the custody of the children. 


The Collapse on Olive Street. 


An amended petition was filed to-day in 
Judge Lubke’s Courtinthe suit of Frank and 
Abram Nusholtz against Aaron W. Fagin. The 
petitioners were tenants of the premises, 810 
Olive street, and suffered by the collapse of 
the building, and the adjoining building on 
the morning ofthe first of June, 1886, when 
the side walis fell into the Odd 
Fellows’ building excavation. The store of 
No. 810 Olive street was used fora confection- 
ery andthe rear portion for candy-making, 
while an upper apartment was occupied for 
sleeping purposes. The petitioners lost their 
stock of candy, the materials and cooking 
utensils, ovens, furnaces and the personal 
effects in the sleeping apartmentsabove. They 
ask for $6,000 damages on the ground that the 
side walls should have been braced and sup- 
ported. 


A Doctor’s Damage Suit. 


Doctor E. A. Griveaud has entered a damage 
suit for $10,000 against the Cable & Western 
Railway Company for injuries of a serious 
nature received on the night of the llth of 


February. The doctor states that he was 
driving along Morgan street between 
Grand and Vandeventer avenues, when 
the wheels of his carriage fell into 
the slot of tne Cable Road, breaking 
the carriage and dashing the doctor violently 
against the fore part, causing serious injuries. 
He complains that for some time he was pre- 
vented from attending to his practice, and 
thathe suffered pain and was put toa great 
expense, etc. Itis alleged that the conduit of 
the cable at the point where the accident oc- 
curred was ina defective condition, and that 
the slot was dangerously widened, causing the 
wheels of the carriage to sink. 


Green vs. Von der Ahe, 


Judge Lubke to-day is wrestling with three 
suits of Wm. Green against Chris. Von der 
Ahe and vice versa. The matters involve a 
note, aclaim for an omnibus and claims for 


buggy-hire and certain services performed. 
Mr. Green alleged that he possessed in March, 
1885, the running gear of an omnibus, which 
he was induced to reconstruct at Mr. Von der 
Ahe’s suggestion for the purpose 
of carrying the visiting base ball 
a from the hotels to Sportsman’s Park. 
ie paid $100 0n account of the reconstruction 
and borrowed the balance needed from Mr. 
Von der Ahe, who took a chattel deed 
uponthe vehicle. Horses were purchased, 
and Mr. Green alleges that Mr. Von der Ahe 
agreed to secure the players’ patronage for 
the ’bus, but that he failed to 
do so, and _ that subsequently Mr. 
Von der Ahe took possession of the omnibus 
under the deed. Mr. Green asks judgment on 
that account for $500. He also asks judgment 
for alleged services and expenses incurred in 
behalf of Mr. Von der Ahe in efforts to procure 
the passage of the water gas bill through the 
Municipal Assembly; likewise for services 
in driving a wagon through the _ streets 
advertising the base-ball games at Sports- 
man’s Park; likewise for the use of a horse 
— buggy-making in the aggreyate aclaim for 


Mr. Von der Ahe denied all the allegations, 
except that he assisted Mr. Green to establish 
himself with an omnibus and team, and he al- 
leged that Mr. Green owed him $250 0n a note 
before the alleged omnibus transaction.

CAME HOME TO DIE. 


The Sad Death of Rev. W. T. Howland and 
His Wife, Returned Missionaries. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcH. 
Boston, March 11.—There nas been consider- 


able excitement at Auburndale, Mass., for 
peveral days, owing to the sudden death of the 
Rev. William T, Howland and his wife, re- 
turned missionaries from India. Mrs. How- 
land died on Saturday and her husband died 
on the Monday following after a brief illness. 


Two of their children are now ill. 

The Rev. Mr. Howland was a missionary to 
India, and in his stay there of thirteen years 
had with him his wife and children. Onac- 
count of his wife’s health he was obliged 
to return to America. His wife having rela- 
tives in the town of Monson, Mass., the fam- 
ily went there, and after remaining for some 
time came to Auburndale. They took up their 
residence at the Missionary Home, a house, as 
ite name implies, for the accommodation of 
missionaries who have returned from their 
field of labor. The cause of Mrs. Howland’s 
return was her frequentattacks of pneumonia. 
For atime after her return she seemed in bet- 
ter health, and it was hoped that the change 
would cause her complete cure. But a short 
time ago she again fell ill, and the doctors 
agreed that she was suffering from pneumonia, 
Her husband who had gone to Montreal on 
business was sent for and he returned as 
quickly as railroad trains could carry him. 
But he arrived in time to see his wife gradu- 
ally sink to rest being with her only two days 
before she died. While attending to the wants 
of his sick wife, Mr. Howland was himself 
taken ill. He ravidly failed and lived only 
forty-two hours after he was first attacked. 
The physicians state that the disease by which 
he was carried off was ‘‘gastro-hepatitis,’’ 
and that ‘‘there were siight traces of biood 

oison.’’ The latter statement contains the 

ey to the ghole mystery in the case. 
Nothing was known of any blood 
poisoning in Mrs. Howland’s case, but 
the fact that traces were found of that kind o1 

oisoning in her husband’s case caused a 

urther examination, and ft is now said that 
slight traces of the same disease have been 
discovered in her case. When Mr. Howland 
returned from Montreal he brought with him 
a quantity of candy of which he partook 
freely on the way down. On his arrival home 
he gave some to two of the children, the 
third not happening to be at home. It is 
also asserted that Mrs. Howland ate 
some of the candy, but of this fact nobody 
seems to be sure. The physicians’ statements 
are that neither death was caused by blood 
poisoning, although an examination is now 
being made that will possibiy show the true 
cause of the deaths. The candy, or rather 
whatremains of the quantity brought from 
Montreal, was taken to-day to a professor at 
Harvard College for analysis. 

William T. Howland was born in the Island 
of Ceylon in 1845, and was the eldest son of 
the Rev. W. W. Howland, who is still a mis- 
sionary there. Young Howland came to this 
country and fitted for college at Monson 
Academy, was graduated at Amherst in 1870, 
and at Andover Theological Seminary in 1876. 
He became acquainted. with Miss May L. Car- 
penter of Monson, and married her after he 
was graduated from Andover. They shortly 
afterward sailed for India, being assigned to 
the Madeira Mission. Miss Carpenter wasa 
graduate of Mount Holyoke Seminary in 1870, 
Sle was of the same age as her husband.

START OF THE BIG OCEAN RACE TO BE 
MADE TO-MORROW. 


How the Event Was Developed—Dominick 
McCaffrey On His Defeat—The Samuels- 
Hutchens Foot-Race—Ike Weir Downs 
Jack Williams—Base Ball Gossip—Sport- 
ing News and Notes.

New York, March 11.—There was quitea 
gathering of blue-water yachtsmen in the lab- 
oratory ofthe Murray Hill Hotel last evening, 
and the Dauntless cocktail, anew and myste- 
rious potation known only to the chemists of 
that institution and Delmonico’s, was the pre- 
vailing luxury.

TOO MUCH LIBERALISM. 


A Student of Yale Divinity School With- 
draws and Refuses Its Degree. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 11.—Alexander 
Erskine Duncan, a member of the senior class 
in the Yale Divinity School and a resident of 
Ontario, Canada, has given a notice to Presi- 
dent Dwight that he has withdrawn from the 
school and will -not accept its degree. This 
step was taken by Mr. Duncan because he dis- 
sented from the teachings of Prof. Russell, 


who occupies the chair of Biblical criti- 
cism, and he has filed a protest with 
President Dwight to this effect. The ‘affair 
has created much excitement in college 
and religious circles. Mr. Duncan believes 
that heresy is being taughtin the school, and 
that the real teachings of orthodox Congrega- 
tionalism are not being expounded by Prof. 
Kussell. In conversation with the Post-DIs- 
PATCH correspondent last evening Mr. Duncan 
said: ‘‘I should have been away from here be- 
fore now, had it not been that I desired to get 
Dr. Dwight’s opinion of my standing on this 
subject. 1 will go, no matter what this opinion 
is. 1 would reproach myself if I were totake my 
degree here. I cannot say now the precise 
points of theology upon which Prof. Russell 
and I differ.’’ 

When asked if it grew outof the Hume An- 
dover case, he said that it had a certain simi- 
larity to that case, but that it was not quite the 
same. Several fundamental points of Chris- 
tianity are assailed,in his opinion, by Prof. 
Russell, and he also says that he cannot take 
his degree with mén who are willing to accept 
teachings that almost deny the divinity of 
Christ, but he does not say that the divinity of 
Christ is questioned by Prof. Russell. He denies 
that he is laboring undera misapprehension and 
asserts that there are others in the class who 
are of the same opinion about Prof. Russell’s 
teachings. He believes that there is too much 
liberalism in Mr. Russell’s teachings to suit 
conservative Congregationalists. Mr. Duncan 
is nearly 40, and has a family. He does not 
know whether he will continue his education 
elsewhere or not. President Dwight says 
that he believes Duncan is laboring undera 
misapprehension, and other professors are of 
the same opinion,

The real estate agents of St. Louis are get- 
ting ready fora boom. There has been sur- 
prising activity in inquiries for available resi- 
dence sites in the last two weeks, and every- 
thing points to the probability ofa big spring 
trade. 

‘*‘We are right in the center of a belt 
of cities which are seeing a marvelous 
revival of business,’’ said Ben Von Phul 
yesterday. Beginning with Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and Wichita, it extends to the South of 
us and takes in Birmingham, Chattanooga, 
Nashville and a dozen other cities. St. Louis 
is inthe center of this section and before long 
Ithink we will begin to feel the effects of this 
revival. All we need here to make our real 
estate market lively is the speculators 
that exist and are growing rich rapidly 
in these other cities. They pay $100, $200, 
$500 for the refusal of apiece of property for 
thirty days, then they start out to sell it, and 
they canvass the entire real estate section of 
the business community, they go among in- 
vestors, they advertise the property. They 
may get $500 or $1,000 or $2,000 more than they 
have agreed to pay for it. But they take the 
risk of losing the money they have paid for 
the option. 

‘*These men have made mostof the money in 
the recent boom. They make business active, 
they interest investors in different properties 
and in different sections of the city. If they 
do not succeed in selling the property on whieh 
they hold the option, ten to one they have ad- 
vertised it so thoroughly that its owner will 
have no difficulty in selling it afterward. A 
great many St. Louisans have gone out into 
these newly-active sections and taken advant- 
age ofthe boom. Geo. Shields, who was in 
my office, went downto Nashville less than a 
month ago. He wanted me to go into partner- 
ship with him, but Ideclined. I hear he has 

MADE $50,000 
in three weeks speculating in real estate.’’ 

H. L. Fox, who has just returned from Chat- 
tanooga, is credited with having made several 
hundred thousand dollars in real estate and 
business speculations in the South. ‘*The 
real estate activity in Chattanooga is some- 
thing wonderful,’’ he said yesterday evening. 
‘*The real estate transfers during February 
amounted to $6,800,000. The boom in Chattanoo- 
gaismore substantial than that in Birming- 
ham. Transactions there are usually for cash. 
There are more investinents and less specula- 
tion.’’
